Selectmen ' s  Report 

The  year  1992  saw  a  few  changes  in  town.   The  new  town 
hall  complex  is  nearly  finished.   Only  a  few  things  need  to 
be  done  to  complete  the  project.   All  who  participated  can 
congratulate  themselves  on  a  job  well  done. 

Our  participation  in  the  Lower  Mount  Washington  Valley 
Solid  Waste  District  has  kept  our  expenses  down  at  the  dump. 
The  selectman  are  actively  working  with  Eaton  and  Conway  to 
keep  this  facility  cost  effective. 

The  complete  reevaluation  of  the  town  will  begin  this 
year  and  be  concluded  by  next  year.   This  will  keep  us 
current  with  the  State  requirements  and  result  in  a  more 
equalized  COD  (Coefficient  of  Dispersion).   This  means  that 
similar  homes  and  businesses  in  similar  neighborhoods  will  be 
paying  similar  tax  rates. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  while  the  cost  for 
running  the  school  has  risen  consistently  over  the  last  three 
years,  the  cost  of  running  the  town  has  actually  dropped. 
This  has  resulted  in  another  drop  in  the  tax  rate  this  year. 

The  Selectmen  would  like  to  especially  thank  our  town 
secretary,  Sylvia  llcCormack,  for  all  the  work  she  has  done 
for  the  town  this  year.   She  has  managed  an  ever  increasing 
workload  with  efficiency  and  patience. 

The  Selectmen  would  also  like  to  thank  Ed  McKenzie  for 
all  his  contributions  and  many  hours  spent  in  the  town's 
behalf.   As  town  auditor,  he  has  had  to  deal  with  increased 
reporting  requirements  to  the  State. 

It  is  good  to  see  more  people  running  for  offices  in  the 
town  this  year,  but  there  are  still  positions  which  need 
volunteers  to  fill  them.   If  anyone  can  spare  some  time, 
please  see  the  Selectmen. 

Thanks  to  all  the  volunteers  and  committees  for  their 
help  in  running  the  town  this  year.   Your  contributions  make 
the  town  of  Albany  one  of  the  best  to  live  in.

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ALBANY  PLANNING  BOARD 
1992 

The  Albany  Planning  Board  started  the  year  with  a  vacancy. 
Two  resignations  followed.   Full  membership  was  not  achieved 
until  November,  1992.   No  official  business  could  be  acted  upon 
between  April  and  July  due  to  the  lack  of  a  quorum.   Stan  Tabor, 
our   Selectmen's  Representative,  provided  on-the-job  "training" 
for  the  new  members.   Thank  you,  Stan,  for  your  patience. 

For  informational  purposes  only,  the  New  Hampshire  Dept.  of 
Transportation  and  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  submitted  a 
Site  Plan  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Downes  Brook  Bridge 
on  the  Kancamagus  Highway.   No  action  by  the  Planning  Board 
was  required. 

A  minor  Subdivision  Application  was  approved  for  Stacey  Wilson. 

The  ALBANY  FLOODPLAIN  DEVELOPMENT  ORDINANCE  was  discussed  and 
a  public  hearing  was  held  in  December,  1992.   The  intent  of 
this  amendment  is  to  provide  regulations  to  govern  the  develop- 
ment of  Albany's  special  flood  hazard  areas,  as  is  necessary 
to  comply  with  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  of  the 
Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA).   This  amendment 
to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  will  be  on  the  Ballot  in  March,  1993. 
The  Board  recommends  a  YES  vote.   Copies  of  the  amendment  are 
available  at  the  Town  Office. 

The  RIVER  CONSERVATION  DISTRICT  is  proposed  as  an  amendment 
to  the  Albany  Zoning  Ordinance.   The  intent  of  this  amendment 
is  to  provide  reasonable  regulations  for  the  use  and  development 
of  land  within  250'  of  the  high  water  mark  of  the  Swift  River 
within  the  Town  of  Albany.   In  1992,  the  Swift  River  was 
designated  a  "Scenic  River"  and  was  pulled  out  of  the  1993 
Shorelands  Protection  Act  by  the  State  legislature.   Therefore, 
Albany  had  to  develop  regulations  for  conserving  the  Swift  River 
Corridor.   Input  and  guidance  for  the  contents  of  this  ordinance 
was  provided  by  the  Swift  River  Advisory  Committee  who  have 
spent  two  years  studying  how  to  insure  the  preservation  of  the 
pristine  qualities  of  the  Swift  River.   Two  public  hearings 
were  held  in  January,  1993.   This  amendment  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  will  also  appear  on  the  March,  1993,  Ballot.  The  Board 
recommends  a  YES  vote.   Copies  of  the  amendment  are  available 
at  the  Town  Office.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 
1992  REPORT 


North  Country  Council  is  the  Regional  Planning  Commission  and 
economic  development  district  for  51  towns  in  northern  New 
Hampshire.  It  is  supported  by  local  community  and  county  dues 
which  are  used  to  match  state  and  federal  funding  sources. 

Local  planning  assistance  provided  to  member  towns  this  past  year 
included:  municipal  planning,  transportation  planning,  business 
and  industrial  planning,  landscape  architecture,  solid  waste 
planning,  resource  management,  and  GIS  mapping.  The  Council 
provided  professional  assistance  to  Planning  Boards,  Boards  of 
Selectmen,  Zoning  Boards  of  Adjustment,  Conservation  Commissions, 
Solid  Waste  Districts,  Local  Development  Corporations,  Non-Prof it 
Community  Organizations,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Educational 
Institutions  and  Social  Service  Organizations  and  Agencies  in  all 
of  our  member  towns . 

During  1992  North  Country  Council  also  continued  its  commitment  to 
regional  planning  as  follows:  completed  the  North  Country's  first 
ISTEA  Transportation  Plan  and  Transportation  Improvement  Program; 
completed  a  new  regional  economic  development  strategy;  developed 
economic  strategic  plans  with  local  development  groups;  expanded 
the  Working  Capital  micro-lending  program  throughout  the  region; 
provided  technical  assistance  to  communities  on  major  infrastruc- 
ture projects;  completed  a  regional  wood  products  marketing  plan; 
participated  in  the  development  of  a  statewide  telecommunications 
network;  conducted  an  impact  assessment  of  new  banking  regulations 
on  the  businesses  in  the  North  Country;  provided  solid  waste  and 
recycling  technical  assistance  to  towns,  schools  and  solid  waste 
districts;  and  continued  our  public  education  initiative  on  forest 
lands  issues  in  Coos  County.  All  the  above  major  activities 
occurred  at  the  same  time  as  the  Council  provided  daily  planning 
and  development  technical  assistance  to  our  members. 

In  the  ensuing  year  the  Council  will  continue  its  commitment  to 
local  membership  services  and  regional  problem  resolution. 

Persons  from  member  towns  interested  in  becoming  involved  with  the 
Council  are  urged  to  contact  their  selectmen  for  appointment  as 
Council  representatives  or  committee  members.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AMD  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

1992 

1992  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  state.   Our 
largest  fire  was  in  May  in  Rumney  where  a  suspicious  origin  fire 
burned  approximately  150  acres  with  a  total  cost  of  approximately 
$30,000.00.   The  NH  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many 
other  communities  in  wildland  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  burning  a  total  of  136 
acres.   Our  major  causes  of  fires  were  fires  kindled  without  a 
permit,  unknown  causes  and  children. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  fire 
prevention.   New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27)  requires  that, 
"No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be 
kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the 
open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first 
obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done . "   Violation  of  this  statute 
is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000.00  and/or  a 
year  in  jail  and  you  are  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

Local  fire  departments  are  responsible  for  suppressing  fires.   The 
small  average  fire  size  of  .47  acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to  early 
detection  by  the  public  or  our  fire  tower  system  and  the  quick 
response  of  our  trained  local  fire  departments.   Please  help  your 
Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire 
permit  before  kindling  an  open  fire. 

The  NH  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  28  towns  with  a 
total  of  $20,000.00  in  50/50  cost  share  grants  for  fire  fighter 
safety  items  and  wildland  suppression  equipment  in  1992.

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PRESERVATION  OF  TOWN  RECORDS 
Report  to  Selectmen  and  to  the  Town;  March  1,  1993 

During  1992  I  undertook  the  project  of  locating,  sorting  and 
refiling  all  town  records  that  were  NOT  in  current  files  in  the 
Selectmens1  office  or  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector's  office. 

No  records  were  disposed  of.  Only  outdated  blank  forms  or 
papers  without  data  or  reference  were  thrown  away.  Some  dupl- 
icates, or  historic-  use  only  records  were  labeled  for  the 
Historic  Society  and  left  with  those  items  still  in  the  old 
chapel  also  labeled  Historic  Society,  ha v  ing  come  from  the 
cement-block  room  before  It  was  was  demolished. 

Two  dozen  light  transfer  files  were  purchased,  assembled  and 
used  for  sorting  and  storing  all  the  records  which  had  been  in 
the  cement  block  room,  plus  those  boxes  which  had  been  brought 
to  the  old  town  hall  when  the  town  office  building  was  sold. 
These  records  are  now  all  in  the  storage  room  with  fire-safe 
door  off  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  labeled  by  name  and  year. 

The  most  recent  large  ledgers  used  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Tax 
Collector  and  Treasurer  up  through  about  1978  will  not  fit  in 
drawers  and  are  laid  out  on  top  of  the  files. 

The  large  ledgers  which  predate  those  were  found  in  the  old 
safe  in  the  foyer  of  the  chapel,  and  they  remain  there.  A 
listing  of  them  is  included  herewith.  For  protection  from 
destruction  by  fire  or  the  elements  they  should  be  placed  in  the 
storage  closet  along  with  the  others,  where  the  climate  is 
milder  and  subject  to  control.

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ALBANY  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

A  committee  consisting  of  Pat  Frye,  Ruth  Morrill  and 
Tara  Taylor  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  Hay,  1992,  after  the 
previous  committee  was  dissolved. 

Mowing  of  the  Canada  Street,  Hammond,  High  Street,  Moody 
and  Passaconaway/Russell  cemeteries  was  performed  by  Tom  Preston 
of  Silver  Lake.   Tom  also  maintained  the  Allard  Cemetery  at  the 
Covered  Bridge  Campground  entrance  for  the  town.   The  Jewell 
Cemetery  in  Wonalancet  was  cared  for  by  Ed  and  Maxine  McKenzie 
again  this  year  at  no  charge  to  the  town.    Many  thanks  to  them 
for  their  time. 

Three  large  pine  trees  in  the  Passaconaway  Cemetery 
were  removed  in  July  by  Tom  Barbour  and  Frank  Plummer. 

George  and  Ruth  Morrill,  Pat  Frye  and  Gary  Howard  spent 
a  cold  Sunday  afternoon  in  November,  roughly  measuring  out  the 
roads  and  boundaries  in  the  Hammond  Cemetery  on  Drake  Hill. 

Dick  Bergstrom  found  an  old  map  of  the  Hammond  Cemetery, 
but  the  new  map  which  was  drawn  up  10-15  years  ago,  is  still 
missing.   If  any  one  knows  the  whereabouts  of  this  map,  please 
bring  it  to  Town  Hall. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Williams  Hesketh  has  offered  to  sell  more 
land  to  the  town  behind  the  High  Street  Cemetery.   An  article 
appropriating  money  for  this  was  improperly  acted  on  at  town 
meeting  last  year.   Malcolm  Call,  the  town's  assessor,  has  gone 
out  and  appraised  this  property  at  $3,000.00.   A  separate   warrant 
article  to  raise  this  money  appears  elsewhere  in  the  town  report. 

The  Cemetery  Committee  would  like  to  hire  a  surveyor  to 
lay  out  lots  in  the  Hammond  and  High  Street  Cemeteries  next 
summer.   If  the  town  votes  to  appropriate  money  for  this  purpose, 
the  work  will  be  advertised  and  put  out  to  bid  immediately  after 
town  meeting. 

All  lots  have  now  been  sold  in  the  Passaconaway 
Cemetery.   There  were  6  lots  sold  at  $50.00  each  and  2  lots  sold 
at  $150.00  each.   The  committee  raised  the  price  of  cemetery  lots 
in  July,  1992  to  $150.00  each. 

There  were  3  burials  in  the  town  last  year.   Please  be 
sure  to  advise  the  Town  Clerk  or  the  Cemetery  Committee  of  any 
burials  in  the  Town  of  Albany. 

Of  the  $1400.00  raised  at  Town  Meeting  last  year  for 
cemetery  maintenance,  $744.00  was  expended  on  maintenance.   The 
balance  of  $656.00  plus  the  $100.00  raised  in  Article  15,  was 
placed  in  the  Cemetery  Trust  Fund.   $1,000.00  was  raised  in 
Article  16  last  year  for  tree  removal  in  the  Passaconaway 
Cemetery.   Actual  cost  of  tree  removal  was  $460.00.   The  balance 
of  $540.00  was  returned  to  the  general  fund. 

The  Cemetery  Trust  Fund  currently  has  a  balance  of 
$15,511.46.   The  Selectmen  feel  that  the  Trust  Fund  should  be 
dissolved,  with  the  money  going  into  the  general  fund.   The 
Cemetery  Committee  still  feels  that  there  should  be  a  Cemetery 
Trust  Fund.   This  item  will  be  discussed  and  voted  on  at  town 
meeting  this  year.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  the 
individual  fund  financial  statements  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  9  as 
of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1992,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents. 
These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  School  District's 
management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial 
statements  based  on  our  audit.
